Likewiie Siſera,Captaine ouer Jab King of Canaan his hoaſk 
furiouſly purſuing the poore //#«e/ites the Lords people, was 
bong to ſhametull end by the hands of a weake woman: 
namely Jaell, the wife of Heberthe Kenite,who droue a naile 
of her tent into his head as he lay a ſleepe there, being ouer- 
come with wearineſle and feare, in flecing before Barak the 
Captaine ouer the Lords people 1/rael, nag: 4.21.22, Admi- 
rable alſo was the deſtruRion of the Midianites , with their 
partakers againſt the children of God,the Amalekiter, and o= 
thers, where were laine Oreb, and Zeeb: two of the Princes of 
' the Midianitesyto the glory of God,and comfort of his peo- 
ple z Indg: 7.24.25. The prophane Phyliftims hauing put out 
Sampſon: eyes , were diſpoſed to haue him into the houſe of 
their filthy Idoll Dagen , there' to deride him contempru- 


oully, 
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ouſly, to reioyce at his miſery. But that God,. which .neuer 
Icaucth wickednetle vnpunithed, brought a heauy judgment 
on thelemonfters, for cuenin the miduclt of their wicked

yn. The French King aduertiſed of his crueltie, in tortu= 
ring the poore ſeruants of God ſo horribly , ſent out his let- 
ters Pattcnts, frem the Parliament at Prowince, to 2 pprehend 
him,impriſon him, and condemne him, which w hen the cru. 
ell caitite heard,he fled ; in which flight, he was robbed ( by 
hisowne ſeruants,) of that which by robbery hee had taken 
fromtheinnocents, whereupon hee fell licke of fo tearctull 
and w_ adiſcaſe, that nothing could helpe him, ſo that 
growing loathſome, eucn to his friends, by reaſon of vicers 
and vermine, he died molt deſperately.

himzand ſo (like a franticke bedlame') ended his miſerab'e 
and wretched life, 

One Bellomontea Counſellor of the ſame Court was ſo cru- 
cl] an enemy to the poore Chriſtians, that he would nor riſe 
(for cagernelle againſtthe harmeletle ſoules) from morning 
till night. but would hauchis meate brought him. T he iult 
Judge did not ſlacke his time of reyenge, but preſently ſent & 
lirtle riſing on hisfoote, which grewe to ſuch greatneſſe and

Likewiſe we may read of one Jobn WHartin Trumbant of 
Briquerras in Piamont,who would vaunt himſelfe, and brag 
of his crueltie againſt profetſors of Chriſts Goſpell, And fur- 
ther , how hee moſt barbarouſly cur of a faichfull miniſters 
noſe,for which wicked deede , the Lord ſent a mad woltfe to 
bitc off his noſe,and ſo he died himſelfe mad, This wolfe was

Allo Galpard of Renialme, one of the Magiltrates of the

be was as a promoter toenformethe inquiſitors againſt the 
poore profetlors of the Goſpell. But the righteous Judge 
that laughes all cruell wretchesto ſcorne, ſtrooke him with a 
ſtrangeand fearctull phrenſie, in which wofull plighe, hee 
thought whatſocuer he ſaw, to be crawling ſerpents,and ha- 
uing proned all maner of medicines and wicked ſorceries in 
vaine, died ig that miſcrable and wretched cftate, Allo, the 
Chauncellor of Prat,a nozable enemy ro Religion and religi- 
ous people, died (wearing and blaſpheming the name of God, 
his ſtomack being ſtrangely gnawnein pieces, & conſumed 
with wormes, One Chamneeller Olimer , having againſt his 


conſcience forſaken the truth, and fallen to bitter ma__

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of that truth which heformerly + fellinto great di- 


ſtreile of minde ard lickoefſe of body, anda certaine Cardi- 
nall comming to viſit him, when hee was gone,this wretch« 
cd Apoſtata cried out, this was the Cardinall that brought 
them'a'l to damnation, and fo after long and many torments, 
atlaſt in exttcame feaie and arguiſh hee ended his miſerable 
lfe.

and life there, where ſome were hurt, but none ſlaine but the 
Popes pigge.

Likewiſe, wee may read of one Holerde,who deceived the 
people wich his diuelliſh deuiſes, and would patle ouer great 
waters on a bone figured with certaine charmes : but all his 
jvgling trickes could not de'iuer him , when the time came, 
that he mult goe giue account tothe great ludze, for he was 
murchered by his enemies, &c. 

Alſoin Denmarke, there was one Orto, a notable Pirate, 
who would palle the Seas without ſhippes, or other veſlcls, 
and by his dwelliſ deaiſes, in ra ling the waues , would 
drowne his enemies.

Sir Giles of Brittaine,Lord of Rates and high Conllable 
of Franrce, was accuſed for killing ( by diuclliſh arts) abour 
x60. prea: bellied woemen & childrenzco write bookes with 
their blocd, But being found gultie, and condemned, was 
hanged and burot, Enguer: de Monft: vol: 4. 

There was ſomctime in Lowaine,one called Coxler, which 
was given much to this curſcd art, among(t other of his di- 
uvill:ſh trickes,he would ſuffer any man to diſchargea Piſtoll 
at him,& would take the ſhot in his haod id———_ : Bue 
when the time was come that God would call him to iudg- 
ment,a ſeruant of his owne killed him with a Piſtoll. 

Fipally, hiſtories doe declare that within theſe two hun= 
dred yearcs, more Monkes, Friers, and Popiſh Prieſts bauc 
beene giuen to theſe damnable and divelliſh arts,then ofall o- 
ther ſorts of people whatſo:uer. And of that helbſhrabble,

AD horrible ambitious ſinne beganne in the Angels, and 
E in our firlt fathers of the old Teſtament, and followed in 
the heathen,as Pharavh, Nabuchadnez.zar, Balthazar,&c.theic 
bitter rootes were allo in diuers of latter time, remen.bred in 
the new Teſtament,as Herod, Magus, &c, So in ſucceffine a» 
ges,the world was ſtained with ſuch forgetfull catifes, as did 
take that honour ro themlelues , which was due vnto God, 
thoughto their ownedeſtrution, And firſt,to begin with 
great Alexander,who dildaining God and man,trufted in his 
owne ſtrength, was miſerably poiſoned art a riotous feaſt and 
there the man, that the whole world could hardly fatisfic, a 
litle coffin ſerued his turne, Juſt. /1b:32,Cart-lib:8. 

Caligala the Empercur being drunken with a poiſonfull 
draught of his owne vaine conccite,would needes, being an 
open mocker of true Religion, bee called God, perſwaving 
himſelfe, that there was no otter God beſides himſelfe. Bur 


he being one day by Mounte tra in Ciciliacand hearing the 


fearcfyl] crackes ot the flames of fire which aſcended thence, 
was firocken by the power of the true God , with ſuch feare 
and trembling, that not onely it, but cuery thunder<lap and 
other likethings , made him become amazed and like a mad 
man: A worthy (peRacle for beaſt'y Atheiſts , thar will nat 
reucrently acknowledge the Ma'citic of the mightic God 
of Tacob, 

Next (as neareſt of k'nne) may followe the Laciferane 
Popes of Roame,who) haue ſuffcred themſelues both to bee cal- 
led and allo worſhipped as Gods,& to beare rule ouer Rings 


and Enip-rours: As we may read of Pope Boniface the eight: 
hooded like a Lion or Wolfe againſt Phi/iprhe he King

pronounced an heretike, a Simonift, and a mar.ſlayer, And
